applicability in language proficiency testing, to research analysts 
in the Intelligence Techniques course, and to the Operations 
course.

The system consists of a cardboard device approximately 
6" x 8" with five sliding panels, each of which represents an 
answer to a question. In a true-false, completion, or performance 
test, two are used. In a multiple -choice, four or five can be used. 
Using a logarithm scale which sounds mathematically complicated but 
isn't, once it is used, the student can give numerical weights to his 
answer. For example, Shuford asked the group to solve the 
following problem: Where was Col. Lindberg's plane, the "Spirit 
of St. Louis," made -- San Diego, St. Louis, San Antonio, Wichita? 
Looking at the problem in a traditional multiple -choice test, the 
student can only answer correctly or incorrectly. Using Dr. Shuford' s 
method, the student can reason on a sliding scale in which he can 
pick the city that he thinks is most likely to be correct and give it 
more numerical weight than the others. If he feels that there is 
another possibility, he can so designate by giving the other possibility 
some value. If he is sure that one of the cities is not the place, he 
can give it a value of zero.
